’’Following the light rains of last 
weak, there has been a period of high 
temperatures and fairly low humid¬ 
ity, With strong winds In the inter¬ 
ior. As a result. 112 new fires ere 
reported, and In some Instances fires 
under patrol jumped the fire guards 
snd spread rapidly. 

"The week ends, however, with rain 
or cooler weather and the hssard 
greatly relieved. 

"Cariboo reports fires stin burning 
In Queenet Lake region, but rain Is 
Indicated. 

"Kamloops has twenty fires burn¬ 
ing but rain la falling. 

"Southern Interior haa had a bad 
week with forty new fires. Hot and 
dry weather with heavy west winds 
caused many fires to jump guards, 
and situation serious.

Returns From Three Months' 
Buying Trip in Europe 

Tells of New Fashions in

Canada does not want men in 
Parliament who are elected on a | 
grievance, or men who do not know \ 
anything and do not want to know i 
anything outside .tha boundaries of 
their own constituencies, their own ! 
provinces. Fill Parllamant with auch 
men and keep them there and the 
disintegration of the country will 
follow. Put Canada Into the hands 
of men who are Westerners or East¬ 
erners of Marltlmers first and Cana¬ 
dians afterwards and the early 
break-up of Confederation will be as¬ 
sured. I’nder present-day conditions 
Canada’s worst enemies are Ita sec¬ 
tional Isis. whatever form their sec¬ 
tionalism may take. 

But more even than broadmind¬ 
edness and a knowledge of internal 
Canadian affairs is needed In Cana- 
ada's next parliament. The next Par¬ 
liament should contain as many man 
aa possible who have studied and 
thought about Canada's position In 
the British Empire and the world at 
large. They will be called upon surely 
and inevitably to define that position 
as It has never been defined before. 
Events In Europe even now are forc¬ 
ing Canada to determine its attitude 
towards the quarrels of the older na¬ 
tions. And on thq other hand, Can¬ 
ada’s place in the Empire, her influ¬ 
ence on the Empire's foreign policy 
and her precise power# over her own 
destiny must all be fixed more def¬ 
initely. While British statesmen are 
busy with their own difficulties the 
next Parliament, more than any 
which has preceded It. will hav# to 
handle Canada’s affairs itself. 

Canada cannot afford to send sec¬ 
ond-rata politicians of any party to 
Ottawa at this time.—B.H.

Bounding a corner 
suddenly they encountered live more 
white men. and the Indian slunk off 
Into the acrub before any attempt 
to capture him could be made. Po¬ 
licemen were attacked every time 
the yventured osar the encampment, 
and after some months during which 
time numerous white men were In¬ 
jured and some Rongheee murdered.

There we find J N °T ABOLISH TAX 

Since this article was written, the 
California State Legislature, it Is to 
be noted, has rejected the move for 
the abolition of the tax; otherwise 
$«. 000 ,e>oo revenue receipts from this 
source would have to be placed on 
land or Indualries. 

Now with regard to the succession, 
duty tax In British Columbia. It has 
often been said that the tax here la 
more onerous than elsewhere. Such 
Is not the case. In fact the reverse 
la much nearer the truth. If we 
take Into account the exemptions 
and allowance# made by law to es¬ 
tates In all countries. It will be fbund 
that the assessment here Is under 
rather than over that found outside 
In many of the other Htatea and 
Provinces tbe excess la partly due to 
super-taxes which this Province 
abolished In 1121. 

The following year the Province 
went further and abolished all suc¬ 
cession duty on bequests of a provin¬ 
cial character to charities, also those 
of a religious and educational nature 
to be carried out within the Province. 

In some of the other Provinces we 
find similar exemptions have been 
provided for. with, in certain cases, 
limitations on the amount be¬ 
queathed. 

Again, this Province exacts no 
death duties on life Insurance j>ay- 
able to the widow, child, husMnd. 
father or mpther of deceased person 
This exemption la made without any 
limitation or reservation. Nowhere 
do we rind such total exemption. 

NO DIBTINOTION DRAWN

LARGE VOLUME OF 
MAIL HANDLED 

The number of pieces of mail 
matter carried in the Canadian 
mails last year was in excess of 
1,200.000,000. The expendi¬

$28,305,936.57. while the net 

revenue of the department 
amounted to $29,100.491.92—a 
difference of $794,555.35 over 
and above the cost of operation.

But 
the modem post office is such an 
efficient organization that it is not 
possible to expedite delivery much 
beyond that accorded the ordinary 
mails.

The insurance of parcels sent by 
pqst within Canada and to Great 
Britain, the United States and a 
few other countries, is a recent de¬ 
velopment vAich has proved 
highly successful.
